Postmaster vf Springfield, Pres- 
ident of the Register Company, and editor of 
the paper. He draws asalary of 815 a month.

since he became Postmaster. For six years 
prior to last September the evistér bid for 
the printing contracts, but no bid was put in 
the last time. The Postmaster said he was 
busy with his Federal office and had no time 
to devote to the paper, though he looked 
after his financial interests there. Prior to 
the bidding on the contracts Rees taiked with

THE BIRMINGHAM INCIDENT. 


An Address Presented by the Colored Men 
to Mr. Sherman. 

A special from Nashville to the Cincin- 
nati Commercial-Gazetle says: 

The Florence Hotel incident created a great 
deal of excitementin Birmingham, and was the 
subject of much lively discussion. All the pub- 
lic comment was condemnatory of the action of 
Tom Cowin, but it was noticeable that many of 
those who in the hearing of Northern men, and 
especially Northern correspondents, were par- 
ticularly severe upon Cowin were quite emphat- 
ic in in his action to his face. My own ex- 
perience was to that effect in a number of in- 
stances. In one case two Southern Democrats in 
conversation with me condemned Cowin in the 
stro t terms, some ws not included, 
and half an hour later 1 accidentally ony oe 
upon them in the act of shaking Tom's ds 
and patting him upon the back. Tom Cowin just 
now is the object of more public curses and pri- 
— congratulations than ever fell to lot of man 

ore. 

The fact is, Tom Cowin, in a pig-headed way, 
had the courage of his convictions without re- 
gard to coal or iron or hotelkeeping, and there 
were plenty of evidences that if he wants to go 
to — — he can get the solid Democratic vote 
of his district.

THE SPEECH. 


Senator Talks an Hour and Three- 
quarters to a Big Audience. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., March %4.-[Special.}]— 

Twenty-five hundred people assembled in the 

hall of the House of Representatives tonight to 

listen to the address of Senator Sherman. Long 
before the doors were thrown open to the public 
an immense throng had gathered outside of the 

State-House, and when admission was granted 

a rush was made for the chamber above. Ina 

few minutes all the available space on the floor

and in the galleries was occupied, nearly one-half 


of the audience being composed of colored 
people. Manyof them sat side by side with 
whites. Mr. Sherman's appearance was greeted 
with loud applause, which continued until he had 
taken his seat in the Speaker's chair. John E. 
McCall, member of the House from Henderson 
County, introduced Mr. Sherman as the greatest 
financier of the age, whose name was known where- 
ever civilization existed, and whose history was 
the history of the Republican party. The re- 
marks of Mr. McCall were interrupted by ap- 

lause, which was renewed when Mr. Sherman 

wed and began his speech, the delivery of 
which occupi one hour and three-quarters. 
He spoke somewhat rapidly, but the dif- 
ferent points he made were promptly recognized. 

Discussing the work of the last Congress and 
referring to the pocket veto of the River and 
Harbor bill by President Cleveland, Mr. 
Sherman said: “If Jim Blaine had 
been President that bill would have been 
signed. He had _ scarcely concluded the 
sentence when a loud cheer broke forth and was 
taken uv and continued for some seconds. It 
was the most enthusiastic demonstration of the 
evening, ana was generally commented upon. 

ne is a synopsis of Mr. Sherman's 
speech: 

Senator Sherman said he accepted the invita- 
tion of the Republican members of the Ten- 
nessee Legislature to address them because he 
believed a fair presentation of the principles of 
the Republican party to the whole people of the 
State would induce them to join in a public 
policy that will contribute to the interests of the 
people of Tennessee and of the whole country 
more and greater benefits and advantages than 
can possibly be conferred upon them by the 
Democratic party.“ 

After referring to the slavery controversy, and 
the repeal ef the Missouri compromise, Senator 
Sherman continued. 

I still regard the repeal of the Missouri com- 

romise as nothing less than a crime, and there- 
ore I, with the great mass of the Northern 
Whigs and Democrats, a8 a patriotic duty, re- 
solved, so far as I could, I would secure to Kan- 
sas and Nebraska free institution, and thus re- 
Store the status in quo. This was done, as 1 
thought, by the election of Abraham Lincoln. 
Had his election been acquiesced in the South now 
knows how kind, forbearing. and conservative 
would have been his policy. for, of all the public 
men I have met, he, more than any other, com- 
bined the loving kindness of a woman with the 
moderation and wise forethought of a statesman. 

CIVIL RIGHTS. 

Both sides felt that the abolition of slavery 
was the necessary result of the War, and it 
seemed to us if the slaves were to be free they 
must be armed with the privileges of freemen, 
and these were secured to them by constitutional 
amendments. The attempt to enforce these 
rights by National authorities has thus far par- 
tially failed, and now it is conceded that 
under the limitations of the Constitution 
the rights of the citizen of a 


| State can only be enforced through State or Na- 


tional tribunals. I trust that the time is not far 
distant When the people of every State will feel 
it to be both just and expedient that every citi- 
zen of the State shall be protected in the free 
and equal enjoyment of every right and 9 
n 

States. The Republican varty is pledged to this 
policy, and, though it will use no unconstitution- 
al means to secure rights, it would be false 
to its principles if it does not use 
all its moral and legal power to that end. 
Sectional feeling will continue to exist as long as 
large masses of people, whether poor or rich,, 
white or black, are denied their rights to share in 
self-government. It sets a bad example which 
the criminal classes in the North have in some 
cases eagely adopted to cheat at elections, as in 
Cinvinnati two years ago. It also produces in- 
equality of representation between the North 
and South, and this keeps up sectional lines in 

arty politics. It opens the way to the corrup- 

on and fraud which in time destroys all pre- 
tense of republican government. 

The freedman in the full enjoyment of his 
rights will divide between parties as other citi- 
zens do, and his labor will become the great 
factor in the wealth and prosperity of the region 
in which he lives. It is now contributing its full 
share in building up with marvelous rapidity the 
region I have recently traversed, and will be of 
infinitly more value to the South than the heed- 
less and listless labor Of slaves in the olden 
times. Win these people by kindness ana a just 
regard to their constitutional rights and they will 
vote with you and do their full share to make the 
South rich, prosperous, and happy. 

THE TARIFF QUESTIQN. 

At this time the only articles made ig this 
country subject to National taxation are whisky, 
tobacco, and beer. They have been continued 
so long only to pay expenses growing out of the 
War, such as pensions and interest on the public 
debt, and because from their very nature the 
tax cannot be levied by State authority.

tive duty ranging from 2 to 75 per cent, suffi- 
cient to encourage their manufacture in this 
country, and thus to increase and diversify our 
products.

licy has been recommended by every Presi- 

nt of the United States prior to Martin Van 
Buren, and by statesmen of all sections, but was 
never put into effective force until the ascend- 
ency of the Republican party in 1861.

Formerly manufactures were confined to a 
small region of the country, mainly in New 
England and the East, and now these manufact- 
ures are diffused all over the United States. 
especially in the North, and rapidly extending 
to the South, especially to Tennessee and Aia- 
bama, inthis way we bring together the con- 
sumer and the producer of nearly all the articles 
necessary to human life and happiness. We give 
to the farmer a home market for home products, 
so that now of all the products of the farm over 
90 per cent is consumed in this country and less 
than 10 per cent exported abroad, though the 
aggregate of exportations of food products 
amounts to nearly 00,000, 000. 

In this way, also, we secure to the laboring- 
man far better wages than are paid in any coun- 
try of Europe, enable him to be self-reliant and 
self-respecting, to educate his children, and to 
enjoy the substantial comforts of life. It is this 
system, by which our industries have been in- 
creased and diversified, which makes this coun- 
try, compared to others, the strongest, the rich- 
est, 8 happiest among the nations of the 
wor 

You in Tennessee are now nning to enjoy 
the benefits of this system ou have, per- 
haps, in your State a greater variety of natural 
resources than any other. Your are as 
deeply interested in the tariff question as 
Pennsylvania, for there is nothing in the 
way of natural resources in Pennsylvania 
not possess in Tennessee. 
All that is needed to make your State rich and 
prosperous beyond all former experience is to 
accept the Republican policy of protection. In- 
deed, all that is needed in Tennessee is that it 
should become a Republican State. If the Dem- 
ocratic party has any fixed creed or policy it is in 
opposition to protection.

But it is only one of sev- 
eral, and from the nature of the case cannot 
cut the top root of the upas.

| is a new system of county government. 


Juries, grand and petit, can punish evil- 
doers, but an ounce of prevention, says the 
adage, is worth a pound of cure. The grand 
jury now in session in Chicago is doing a 
great and much needed work of reform, and 
in the light of the disclosures being made 
the Legislature should read the lesson of its 
highest and most urgent duty. Three bills 
besides the Jury bill are now pending before 
the General Assembly relating to the public 
- affairs of this county which ought to be 
passed, especially the one introduced by Mr. 
Crafts. The danger is not that any one of 
them will be voted down, but that all or part 


legislation. 

Our present system of deat government 
is a monstrosity—a body without a head, or, 
rather, a hydra, all heads. In the absence of 
any Chief Executive the board elects one of its 
members Chairman and then creates com- 
mittees enough to give each of the re 
fourteen a chairmanship, with the under- 
standing that each committee shall have full 
swing in everything within its province. The 
county is thus farmed out to irresponsible 
satraps who proceed to plunder the public 
with none to molest or make afraid. That is 
the way the affairs of this county have gen- 
erally been run under the present law. Oc- 
casionally a spasm of honesty would work 
temporary reform, and there has always been 
a sprinkling of incorruptible integrity in the 
board; but the record as a whole amounts to

the Council, elected by the Aldermen, with 


worse for Chicago. The gang is not absolute 
in its authority, and no Mayor with any re- 
gard for his record could abdicate all his 
power in favor of such men as Cullerton, 
Colvin, Hildreth, and Whelan. Our county 
system was borrowed from rural New York, 
and is all well enough for a bucolic commu- 
nity, just as selectmen and town meetings 
answer the purpose of local government in 
rural New England. Both are alike out of 
place in a great city, or in a county containing 
one. 

However much good may be done by in- 
dictments and jury reform, the only way to 
root out the evil is, first, to give the people a 
chance to elect a new County Board next fall; 
second, change one-half, as near as practica- 
ble, of the membership every year; third, 
provide for a President or Chairman of the 
board elected to that position by the people 
and clothed with the ordinary authority of 
a Chief Executive. Other reforms, such as 
a County Auditor, are needed, but these 
three are the principal ones. 

Tue TRIBUNE cannot believe that a major- 
ity of the Thirty-fifth General Assembly is 
under the influence or in sympathy with the 
boodle gang of Cook County, or that any con- 
siderable number are; but failure to reach a 
final vote on these bills would be just as bad, 
practically, as voting them down on a square 
issue, It is actual results we want to look 

judge by. The delegation from 
this county, Reuublicans and Democrats, 
should unite in bringing these bills to the 
front with the least possible delay. The 
rest of the State will not refuse to join.in 
the good work if only the members from 
Cook take hold in right good earnest, mak- 
ing a united and determined pull in the in- 
terest of county reform. 


HIZZ ORS CAMPAIGNS. | 

In his speech at the Uhlich Hall Convention 
the one just before he pulled the string, Car- 
ter reviewed his political career in this city 
in his customary flamboyant, self-laudatory 
manner, and plumed himself upon the yicto- 
ries he had achieved. If he had not pulled 
the string Tun Taisune would have left him 
to the enjoyment of his reminiscent vanity, 
but now that he has yanked it and started 
for his Waterloo, as he calls it, it is in order 
to examine the achievements of this airy 
Gen. Boum and to set him right, as Taz Tam- 
uns has done many times before. 

Hizzoner gained his first term on a split in 
the Republican ranks, because the Demo- 
crats were more powerful than either the 
American or German candidate runnit 
against him. When the Republicans 014 
up again he went over to the saloons and 
the gamblers and made an alliance with 
them. He took them to his bosom and cod- 
dled them, intimated to them that they could 
run wide open, levied assessments upon them, 
and by their help, added to the regular party 
machinery which was in his hands, got in 


again by methods which would not bear too 


close scrutiny, Before his term was out the 
Republicans had begun to agitate high 
license. The saloon element, afraid of the 
consequences, consolidated for him, and with 
the gamblers and machine frauds elected 
him. After the High-License bill passed he 
recompensed them by neutralizing it for a 
year, which lost the city a round million. 
When he ran for his fourth term high license 
was an established fact, and the 
saloon was substantially out of pol- 
itics. It made no difference to the 
saloonkeeper whether he was elected or de- 
feated. He then turned for help to the crim- 
inal classes, the gamblers, the boodlers, the 
go-betweens, and the few Sodom and Gomor- 
rah Republicans without conscience whose 
hope of profit lies in an immoral administra- 
tion. He came out with an apparent major- 
ity of 300, and if his opponent had been will- 
ing to make the contest and haa not given 
out that he would not take the seat even if 
Harrison were unseated, thereby discourag- 
ing his friends and encouraging Prendergast 
to make the remarkable rulings he did, Hiz- 
zoner would have been tumbled out of the 
place neck and heels. There are some things 
he forgets. He has forgotten the Republican 
majority of nearly 10,000 last fall. He has 
forgotten that the present Election law was 
not in force two years ago and that if it had 
been he would have been beaten by 5,000, 
and that the methods of 1885 cannot be re- 
peated this spring. Perhaps, however, he 
has taken note of these things, else why 
should he feel that he is moving towards his 
Waterloo? 


TWO KINDS OF RAILROAD OPINION. 

A prominent official connected with one 
of the great trunk lines running east from 
Chicago—a man of marked ability and ex- 
tended experience—said yesterday, in a pri- 
vate conversation, that the railroads could 
well afford to lessen many of their charges in 
view of the great savings they would effect 
under the pew Inter-State act. He added 
that no one not intimately acquainted with 
railroad business could make an adequate 
estimate of the amount lost te the railroads 
through deadheadism, rebating, cutthroat 
wars, commission gouging, and in the main- 
tenance of the costly pool system. He 
thought the ‘new system, if it cuts off these 
abuses, as is hoped, and saves the roads 
themselves from blood-letting, would ada 
largely to the value of railroad investments, 
and prove an almost incalculable good to the 
legitimate transportation interest. Above all 
he ranked the provision of the new law 
which tends to prohibit railroad wrecking 
and paralleling, thus giving to railroad prop- 
erty a security unknown heretofore, and fur- 
nishing the carriers a degree of protection 
never found in any traffic alliance or pooling 
confederation. In return for the immense 
benefits to be received he thought there was 

a strong disposition among legitimate rail- 
road managers to deal generously with the 
public and aid in popularizing the new law. 

The views cited above are undoubtedly 
very general among the better class of rail- 
road managers. How comes it, then, that 
ratesare being shoved up unjustifiably and 
other measures adopted to make the new law 
oppressive? There is only one answer to this 
question. The managers are being overruled 
by the stock-jobbers and railroad speculators 
of the East, who are not interested in legiti- 
mate transportation business and desire no 
abridgment of -the opportunities for wreck- 
ing, plundering, and speculation. They 
want the new law made odious in order to 
bring about its repeal. As Commissioner 
Wicker of the Chicago Freight Bureau says, 
the present insidious policies come from 
„ Fastern directors and Wall street infiu- 
ence,” and the purpose is to make the law 
obnoxious, rake in the extra shekela, and at 
the same time do so under the pretext of 
implicit obedience to the incoming law.” 
The distinction between legitimate railroad 
men and the Wall street stock-jobbers was 
well stated a short time ago by Judge Cooley, 
who said:

eee are no friends of the 
new law. But, in attempting to make it odious, 
they must have a care that they do not make 
themselves odious. Tar TRIBuns calls their 
attention to the above significant utterance 
from the Chairman of the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission. The tribunal at Wash- 
ington should lose no time in taking the 
wreckers and speculators by the throat, and 
should see to it that the railroad men who are 
disposed to shade down rates, remove ine- 
qualities, and accept the great benefits of the 
new system gratefully while dealing gener- 
ously with the public are sustained as against 
the Wall street pirate crew. 


Ir will be a matter of some surprise to most 
readers that the O'Neill bill to prohibit the 
immigration of aliens under labor contracts, 
which it was supposed had been pocket- 
vetoed by the President, has become a law 
and will go into effect today, the requisit 
time having expired. The law is supple- 
mentary to the act of 1885, forbidding the im- 
portation of aliens under the circumstances 
above described, but goes further in its 
operation by providing that the properly 
designated officials may board any vessel 
coming into port and examine passengers to 
see if any of them come within the provisions 
of the law, and if so to send them back at 


the expense of the vessel bringing them. 


Other methods are also authorized for a 
stringent operation of the law. As much of 


the labor trouble for the lust two or three. 


years has grown out of the importation of 
large bodies of raw, unskilled laborers—Poles, 
Hungarians, Italians, Bohemians, and others 
—the public will undoubtedly sympathize 
with the object of the bill. Anything that 
will stop the vast multitudes of cheap labor- 
ers from pouring into the already over- 
crowded market will be welcome. It will at 
least do no harm to give the O'Neill bill a fair 
trial. It may be found that it will remove 
one of the worst evils with which labor has 
to contend.

REPRESENTATIVE FuLLER of Boone County 
introduced a resolution in the House Wednes- 
day in favor of another constitutional con- 
vention, It is to be hoped that no time will 
be wasted over that proposition. There is 
absolutely no public sentiment in favor of it, 
except the restiveness of a few persons under 
the wholesome restraints of the present Con- 
stitution, and itis moraliy certain that the 
necessary two-thirds majority could not be 
secured for the adoption of the resolution. 
If 80, the people would sit down heavily upon 
it, and even if a convention should be held, 
with all the expense and annoyance incident 
thereto, there is very little prospect that the 
work done would be ratified. There was a 
period of over twenty years between the 
present Constitution and its immediate prede- 
cessor. The State had undergone some im- 
portant changes and needed a new organic 
law, but now whatever alterations are re- 
quired can be secured by amendments.

CASE OF WATT AND SCHWARTZ. 


Over Two Hundred 3 Examined and but 


Bight Jurers Secured — Ingenious Ex- 
cuses of Those Summoned — An Un- 
healthy Locality—The Jury Expected to 
Be Complete Today—The Freedom Al- 
lowed Witness Gallagher to Be Re- 
stricted. 

Monnis, III., March %.—[{Special.]~—It is 
evident that Grundy is not a healthy county, 
judging from the number of men drawn in 
the special venires who have acknowledged 
that their usefulness as jurors would be Im- 


paired because of “sickness in the family.“ 


Measles appear to be particularly prevalent, 

and, as the Judge presiding has a holy hor- 
ror of this form of disease, a man has but to 
say that he has been exposed and has never 
had them, when he is at once relieved and 
requested to step down and out as quickly as 
possible. The first special venire of sixty 
having been exhausted shortly before 10 
o’clock this morning, and the second venire 
not having been returned, the four members 
of the regwar panel, who had been kept in 
the chairs but not interrogated, were exam- 
ined. Two or three small tilts occurred be- 
tween the State’s Attorney and Mr. Case as 
to what constituted a proper question to be 
put to a candidate for juryman, but no dam- 
age was done, and they only resuit- 
ed in the quoting of authorities. 
The first of the four, Alexander 
Patterson, a Virginian, who has lived in the 
North since 186¥ and in this county since 1872, 
was taken by the State and accepted by the 
defense.

Once a month he 
closed his Frankfort street alehouse, and 
shut himself in the Brooklyn cabin until a 
brewing was completed. few old mer- 
chants smack their lips even at this late date 
when the virtues of Charley’s ale are dis- 
cussed. When the old brewer had made 
$150,000, he sold out his little saloon and re- 
turned to England, where he died soon after- 
wards. He left his fortune to a son and a 
daughter, who married an American. The 
r came back here, and went into business 

in San Francisco. There her share of Ward- 
low’s fortune was increased until it reached 
nearly a million dollars. It was afterwards 
lost in one of the mining crazes that so often 
devastate the Pacific coast.—New York Letter. 


SHAFER’S FIERCE THREATS. 


He Will Have Pulitser’s Blood!—*“ I'll Shoot 
That Jew or He’ll Shoot Me.” 

New York, March 23.—Mr. Shafer’s threats 
of fire and slaughter against Joseph Pulitzer 
excited great astonishment in the court-room. 
The Zvening Post prints the following: 
“After the adjournment of court for lunch- 
eon the Nening Post reporter questioned Mr. 
Shafer with reference to his remarks about 
the proprietor of the newspaper referred to. 
Mr. Shafer was still suffering from the sup- 
pressed excitement caused by his 
feelings and was very much like a 
slumbering volcano. e said; Don't 
make any mistake; you need not 
laugh. As soon as this case is over you will 
hear of something much more exciting than 
this—I’ll shoot that Jew or he’ll shoot me. I 
shan’t assasinate him, I'll warn him to be 
armed: but he will have to take my life or 
I'll take his. By ——, I am in earnest! I 
don’t care so much about it for myself, but 
his vile conduct prejudices my client. Pll 
kill nim or he will have to kill me, and don’t 
you forget it.“ 

„Mr. Shafer repeated this statement sev- 
eral times, and was evidently very much in 
earnest.” 


Mr. Pulitzer was not at his office yorereey 
and when a Tribune reporter called he refused 
to be seen. Col. Cockerill, managing editor 
of the World, said: 

“TI don’t think Mr. Pulitzer will pay any 
attention to the matter. He has had gadflies 
similar to that buzzing about him before. It’s 
absurd to think that lra Shafer can have any 
intention of shooting Mr. Pulitzer, for if. he 
has got the legal shrewdness he is credited 
with he must know that after such threats as 
he is reported to have made if he shot Mr.

MAGAZINE RIFLES. 


The German Mauser, Italian Vetterll, Aus- 
trian Mannlicher, English Enfield-Martini.

A BALTIMORE GAS COMPANY. 


An Injunction Asked for and a Receivership 
—History of the Case. 

Battrmore, Md., March 23.—[Special.}—An 
injunction and receiver were asked for today 
in the City Circuit Court against the Equita- 
able Gas Company. The grounds are that 
the officers of the company are out of the 
State and illegally constituted as such; that 
they refuse to transfer stock; that they have 
not accounted for moneys. The bill also 
alleges that the company was chartered in 
1867 with a capital stock of $2,000,000 and a 
right to merease to $3,000,000. Under 
the charter the company organized and 
proceeded to build the Equitable Gas Works 
of this city. Commodore C. K. Garrison of 
the City of New York in his lifetime ob- 
tained over $1,000,000 of the stock. which was a 
majority of it, the whole stock issued being 
$1,660,000. After his death his executors, 
Leo J. Forrest of New York, Meliville C. Dah 
also of New York, and Daniel E. Garrison of 
St. Louis, a brother of the Commodo con- 
trolling a majority of the stock, elected a 
Board of Directors, none of whom were citi- 
zens of the State of Maryland, and kept the 
main office of the company, with its Presi- 
dent, Secretary, stock, books, transfer-books, 
and minute booirs, in all street, New York. 
In the month of February,cl887, a syndicate 
was formed and a majority of the stock, held 
by the executors of the estate of Commodore 
Garrison was sold to that syndicate. Three 
of the former directors resigned and three 
others were elec in their stead in New 
York, who were citizens of New York and 
Chicago. The bill will be argued tomorrow.
